LBtTSS  raOK  inSLUTD. 

[Trom  onr  Irish  Oorrsspondent.] 

Dubun,  July  18,  1864. 

The  Irish  Presbyterian  Assembly  has 
closed  its  fortnight’s  sittings.  The  first 
week  was  chiefly  occupied  with  rontine  bnsi- 
ness  and  the  reports  of  Synods  and  matters 
•risiog  out  of  these.  The  second  was 
principally  engaged  with  Missions  and  Dep- 
ntations  &om  sister  Churches.  There  were 
no  subjects,  doctrinal  or  otherwise,  to  cre¬ 
ate  division;  and  while  all  was  peace,  there 
were  tokens  of  prosperity,  in  extension,  lib¬ 
erality,  and  spiritnal  advancement.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  in  providing  a 
manse  for  every  congregation,  forming  new 
ones,  providing  increased  support  for  assist¬ 
ant  ministers;  and  now  while  looking  for  in¬ 
crease  of  regium  donum,  a  fund  is  being 
fOTmed  for  aiding  weak  congregations,  so 
that  the  minimum  support  derived  from  the 
people  shall  be  £50  per  annum.  The  Ma¬ 
gee  College  in  Derry  is  to  be  opened  in  No¬ 
vember;  and  it  is  expected  that  an  endow¬ 
ment  for  each  of  the  seven  professorships, 
TAtin  and  Greek,  Logic  and  Belles  Lettres, 
Metaphysics  and  Ethics,  Mathematics, 
Physics,  Exegetics  and  Pastoral  Theology, 
and  Systematic  Divinity, — of  iS200  per  an¬ 
num  will  then  be  available;  the  professors, 
besides,  having  class  fees  and  residence. 

The  deputation  from  the  Eoglish  Presby- 
'  terlan  Chorch  expressed  thanks  for  £*100  that 
had  been  sent  over  to  them  last  year,  and 
for  a  fioariaiiiog  congregation  at  Plymouth, 


which  had  been  formed  by  the  Irish  Assem¬ 
bly,  and  handed  over  to  them.  The  depnta- 
tion  thankfully  recorded  advancement  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  a  Theological  College  for  the 
supply  of  ministers;  lamenting,  at  the  same 
time,  that  there  were  counties  and  large 
towns  in  which  they  had  not  been  able  to 
effect  a  lodgment.  They  have  but  one  For¬ 
eign  Mission  in  China,  which  is,  however, 
prospering. 

The  Deputation  from  the  Scottish  Free 
Church  gratefully  recorded  continued  pro¬ 
gress;  bnt  dwelt  chiefly  on  the  proposed 
union  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
Though  nothing  of  principle  except  that 
of  endowment  seems  to  be  in  the  way — 
the  difference  being  merely  that  while  the 
Free  Chu'ch  says,  “  The  State  may  sup¬ 
port  the  Church,  and  the  people  must,” 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  denies 
the  former — the  actual  union  of  the  Bodies 
appears  distant. 

Messrs.  Meiile  and  Pilatte,  the  Walden- 
sian  deputation,  after  receiving  generous 
contributio:  s  in  Belfast,  will  visit  Derry, 
Dublin,  and  Cork,  for  the  purpose  of  col¬ 
lecting  funds  to  aid  in  perpetuating  and  ex¬ 
tending  the  Gospel  in  that  venerable  local¬ 
ity;  where  they  report  continued  tokens  of 
the  Divine  blessing.  All  the  Missions  of 
the  Assembly  are  blessed  with  greater  or 
less  success  in  their  glorious  work;  the 
Jews’,  Foreigu  and  Colonial,  more  especi¬ 
ally;  that  to  the  Irish  Romanists,  both  in 
Dublin  and  in  North  Connaught,  seems  to 
have  received  a  check;  but  this  is  the  case 
with  every  mission  to  onr  Roman  Catholic 
countrymen,  owing  to  the  network  of  Monks 
and  Nuns,  Brothers  and  Sisters,  of  various 
orders  that  spread  over  the  country,  and 
meet  the  messenger  of  Christ  at  every 
point.  The  Letter  from  the  Old  School 
American  Assembly  was  joyfully  received; 
and  an  answer  full  of  fraternal  love  ordered 
to  be  returned. 

Mr.  Spurgeon  has  published  a  Discourse 
on  *' Baptismal  Regeneration  and  Infant 
Baptism,”  in  which  he  says  that  op  to 
the  present  time  he  regarded  as  unfounded 
the  talk  about  the  spread  of  Popery;  bnt 
he  has  reviewed  Eaglanu,  and  while  he  sees 
it  located  in  far  more  places  than  he 
thought,  he  also  sees  provision  made  for  its 
indefinite  increase  by  the  hourly  multiplica¬ 
tion  of  Churches  in  which,  nominally  Prot¬ 
estant,  any  one  would  fancy  himself  in  a 
Romanist  chapel;  and  while  these  Pusey- 
ites,  avowing  Romanism  as  their  object,  are 
opening  tbe  way  for  Popery,  the  evangelistic 
clergy,  subscribing  virtually  Popish  Doc¬ 
trines,  which  they  say  they  don’t  believe, 
are  helping  on  the  woik  of  Apostacy.  This 
alarm,  while  it  will  offend  many,  may  be 
the  means  of  arousing  p^otestants  ' 

to  more  vigorous  counteractive  operations.

It  sits  npon  the  waters  not 
loftily,  but  gently  ;  and  as  if  in  harmony 
with  its  sweet  humility,  it  is  everywhere — 
almost — of  the  purest  white.  Coming  to  it 
from  the  sea,  where  you  have  seen  only 
white  winged  ships,  you  almost  fancy  that 
it  is  a  floating  city,  anchored  for  a  little  by 
the  shore,  bnt  ready,  with  unfurled  wings, 
at  any  moment  to  weigh  anchor  and  sail 
away.  It  is  as  white  as  a  swan,  and  rests 
as  gracefully  on  the  waves.  Yon  are  some¬ 
what  disappointed  to  find  when  yon  get  in 
that  it  is  the  whitening  of  whitewash  1  In¬ 
deed  the  whitewash  brush  has  done  some 
sad  work  in  Spain,  obliterating  many  a 
noble  touch  of  the  penciL  Many  a  curious 
work  of  art,  it  may  be,  yet  sleeps  beneath 
the  scaly  omst,  to  come  forth  in  the  future 
to  wondering  eyes.  The  Moors  abhorred 
pictures  and  concealed  or  destroyed  them. 
Their  successors,  from  ignorance  or  want 
of  taste,  have  often  imitated  them. 

Cadiz  is  on  a  tongue  of  land  or  island  jut¬ 
ting  out  into  the  sea.  The  foundations  of 
my  hotel  were  almost  lashed  by  the  break¬ 
ing  foam,  and  when  the  winds  blew,  the 
dreary  moaning  of  the  waves  recalled  nau¬ 
sea,  and  made  me  sick  for  home  across  the 
flood.  Along  the  sea  are  glorious  prome 
nades,  the  chief  of  whioh  is  the  Alameda. 
The  outer  side  of  this  is  a  battery,  and 
where  it  terminates  commence  the  more 
formal  fortifications  of  the  city,  whioh  cov¬ 
er  its  entire  seaward  front.  Behind  the 
city  is  the  Bay,  the  entrance  to  whioh  bris 
ties  with  forts.  On  the  land  side  are  walls, 
trenches,  and  bastions.  How  sad  that 
every  where  man  seems  to  regard  his  fellow 
man  as  a  beast  of  prey  !  and  how  much 
sadder  that  he  is  not  mistaken. 

It  is  astonishing  by  what  narrow  lanes 
they  manage  to  get  about  in  the  cities  of 
the  great  Peninsula.  A  vehicle  of  any  sort 
is  a  rare  sight.  There  is  no  room  for  one  ; 
it  could  not  turn  around.  Two  could  not 
pass  each  other.  Everybody  goes  on  foot 
or  on  a  donkey  !  Tbe  loads  whioh  the  peo¬ 
ple  carry  on  their  heads  or  backs  are  mar¬ 
vellous.  It  is  one  of  tbe  most  ludicrous 
of  sights  to  see  a  great  diguififd  man  sit¬ 
ting  solemnly  on  an  equally  solemn  asa 
Sometimes  the  people  come  in  from  the 
country  with  huge  panniers  piled  on  the 
poor  brutes’  backs,  literally  concealing  all 
but  ears  and  feet,  while  on  tbe  top  of  the 
moving  mountain,  like  Ossa  on  Pelion,  is  a 
huge  brawny  man  or  woman.  Often  a  long 
file  of  loaded  asses  will  be  seen  passing 
through  tbe  streets  fastened  to  each  other 
by  ropes.  I  have  been  compelled  many  a 
time,  Jo  Cadiz  and  elsewhere,  to  crowd  my¬ 
self  into  a  doorway  as  the  donkeys  passed, 
to  avoid  being  omshed. 

Butjthe  advantage  oi  these  narrow  streets. 


with  their  high  ponderous  houses  on  either 
side,  is  plainly  seen  as  one  goes  about  un¬ 
der  the  fierce  Andalusian  sun.  Their  shade 
is  as  the  shadow  of  a  great  rook  in  a  weary 
land — it  is  worth  more  than  all  space  ;  and 
then  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  houses 
are  whitewashed,  what  a  deliverance  is  the 
narrowness  from  the  dreadful  glare  1  Of 
sidewalks  there  are  none,  only  the  sloppy, 
slippery,  stony  pavements ;  and  yet  in  Cadiz 
there  are  some  thirty  open  spaces  or  plazas, 
with  trees,  fountains,  statuary,  and  flowers, 
some  of  them  delightful. 

Monasteries,  Churches,  priests,  and  beg¬ 
gars  abound.  The  new  cathedral  is  rather 
grand,  and  the  old  one  rather  mean.  The 
point  perhaps  of  greatest  interest  in  the 
city  is  the  chapel  of  the  convent  in  whioh 
Murillo  was  engaged  in  painting  an  altar- 
piece  when  he  received  the  fall  from  whioh 
he  died.  The  picture  represents  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  Saint  Catharine,  and  is  by  no 
means  remarkable.  If  it  be  true  what  I 
was  told  that  the  great  painter  was  drunk 
when  he  fell,  how  striking  the  proof  of 
human  frailty,  and  what  an  evidence  that 
pure  drinks  are  not  safe  I  On  a  steamer 
going  up  the  Guadalquiver,  I  saw  a  Spanish 
officer  so  drunk  that  his  poor  wife  seemed 
almost  broken-hearted. 

At  Cadiz  I  came  in  contact  with  Protest¬ 
ant  Christians,  hiding  in  their  worship  al¬ 
most  like  those  who  burrowed,  in  the  days 
of  Pagan  Borne,  in  the  Catacombs.  But  of 
what  I  saw  in  this  matter  I  must  not  say 
too  much  even  now,  lest  in  some  way  what 
I. write  might  reach  their  persecutors.  O 
Borne,  Borne  !  how  dreadful  the  burden  of 
thy  future  recompense  I  No  one  in  Spain 
is  permitted  even  to  bedieye  anything 
whioh  Borne  does  not  teach,  much  less  pro¬ 
fess  it. 

It  was  an  impressive  thought,  as  I  roamed 
the  seas  about  Cadiz,  that  somewhere  here 
was  ancient  Tarshish.  Cadiz  was  founded 
by  the  Phoenicians.  The  remains  of  a 
Tyrian  temple  and  of  other  vastly  ancient 
edifices  are  still  seen  when  the  ocean  ebbs. 

To  the  ancients,  Cadiz  was  the  limit  of 
the  world.  Beyond  was  an  awful  profound 
where  the  sun  went  down  with  a  hissing 
noise  at  night,  and  darkness  brooded  for¬ 
ever  ;  and  yet  it  was  from  the  little  port  of 
Palos,  a  few  leagues  farther  West,  that  Co¬ 
lumbus  sailed  on  the  expedition  that  doubled 
the  heritage  of  civilization  and  of  Christ. 
I  strained  my  eyes  in  vain  as  we  sailed  from 
Lisbon  round  Cape  Bt.  Vincent,  past  the 
little  river  Tinto,  to  catch  a  glimpse  of 
Palos  o2  its  edge,  mother  of  ns  all ! 

Cadiz  is  a  trading  town,  the  chief  com¬ 
mercial  as  well  as  nfival  city  of  Spain.  It 
sends  out  every  year  two  and  a  half  millions 
of  dollars’  worth  of  wines  !  Its  popula¬ 
tion  is  over  60,000.  J.  A.  P.

aay  of  Oommenceiiteul’’  L^s  come  and 
gone  with  this  Institution,  venerable  in 
character,  and  becoming  venerable  with 
years,  having  reached  its  seventieth  anni¬ 
versary  yesterday.  The  incipience  of  its 
exercises  transpired  on  Sunday  with  the 
Baccalaureate  of  President  Hopkins,  though 
the  Baccalaureate  was  not  this  time  exactly 
the  beginning,  for  it  was  preceded  in  the 
morning  by  a  sermon  from  Bev.  Dr.  James 
of  Albany,  of  such  remarkable  grasp,  clear¬ 
ness,  and  penetration,  as  to  put  itself, 
whether  or  no,  into  the  chain  of  Anniver¬ 
sary  exercises.  Dr.  James’s  subject  was 
'*  Unbelief,”  which  he  so  succeeded  in  de¬ 
fining  as  that  if  his  hearers  failed  to  com¬ 
prehend  its  peculiar  guilt,  it  was  certainly 
their  fault  and  not  his. 

The  Baccalaureate  was  npon  "Ohoice,” 
taking  for  its  text  the  injunction  of  Joshua 
to  Israel:  "Ghoose  ye  this  day  whom  ye 
will  serve.”  The  matter  of  choice  was  dis¬ 
cussed  in  its  metaphysical,  ethical,  and  re¬ 
ligions  aspects,  with  President  Hopkins’ 
accustomed  clearness  and  cogency  ;  and 
with  mote  than  his  accustomed  thought  and 
labor.  Intellectually  considered,  it  was 
one  of  his  best  discourses,  and  in  the  close 
of  it  was  mote  than  usually  tender  and 
emotional  If  anybody  is  beginning  to 
suppose  the  Doctor  to  be  yielding  to  the 
weight  of  years  in  his  mental  acuteness  and 
energy,  he  may  put  the  idea  to  rest.  As  to 
health,  I  have  not  seen  him  seem  so  well 
for  ten  years.  His  sermon  being  of  so  argu¬ 
mentative  a  oast  hardly  gained  as  much  from 
manner  of  delivery  as  have  some  others, 
though  it  was  given  with  entire  freedom 
and  effectiveness. 

After  this  high  tussle  of  the  giants,  we 
listened  to  an  address  in  the  evening  before 
the  Mills  Theological  Society,  by  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Mercer  Street  Ohuroh  in  New 
Yoik,  who,  instead  of  leading  ns  over  rug¬ 
ged  heights  and  among  the  clouds,  took  ns 
along  a  smoother  path,  yet  by  no  means 
wanting  in  fertility,  use,  or  beauty,  and 
though  so  different  in  oast,  conception,  and 
manner  from  its  predecessors,  it  was  listen¬ 
ed  to  with  decided  enjoyment  and  favor. 
Taking  the  audience  together,  and  without 
accurately  apportioning  the  interest  and 
favor  attaching  to  the  efforts  of  the  day,  no 
one  of  them  had  any  occasion  to  be  dissat¬ 
isfied. 

Oa  Monday  evening  the  Adelphi  Union 
wa6  addressed  by  Hon.  Mr.  Bullock  of  Wor¬ 
cester.  His  theme  was  ”  Nationality,”  and 
it  was  discussed  with  freshness  and  power. 
He  made  emphatic  the  point  that  when  na¬ 
tionality  is  broken  up,  the  influence  and 
power  of  its  history,  and  especially  that  of 
its  great  men,  is  in  a  large  measure  dissi¬ 
pated  and  lost  ^ 

Tuesday  being  Alumni  day,  was  exces¬ 
sively  hot  and  uncomfortable.  A  shower 
had  fallen  npon  the  baked  earth,  and  was 
at  once  converted  into  hot  vapor,  in  whioh 
the  multitude  seethed  and  were  parboiled. 
The  list  of  Oollege  necrology  for  the  past 
year  was  read,  as  usual,  and  to  an  extent 
commented  upon.  Dr.  Ebenezer  Emmons 


and  Bev.  Dr.  Parsons  Oooke  absorbed  the 
greater  part  of  the  time.  Dr.  Emmons 
was  fully  vindicated  in  respect  to  the  Laco¬ 
nian  System,  concerning  whioh  he  received 
and  suffered  so  much  of  abuse,  and  even 
positive  persecution,  while  he  lived,  and 
probably  was  never  aware  of  the  triumph 
he  had  attained  while  he  lived,  since  his 
discovery  of  that  system  is  now  generally 
acknowledged  by  scientific  men. 

The  afternoon  was  given  to  an  address  by 
Bev.  Prof.  Griffin,  and  a  poem  by  somebody 
from  the  West,  in  the  old  Ohuroh.  The 
Alumni  dinner  failed  for  some  reason,  and 
there  being  no  eating  to  do,  considerable 
of  a  congregation  was  gathered.  Prof. 
Griffin’s  address  was  an  unusually  fine  pro¬ 
duction,  and  was  received  with  much  favor. 

The  Prize  Declamation  came  off  in  the 
evening  as  usual,  and  received  larger  prizes 
than  nsnal  through  the  public  spirit  of 
some  individual. 

Wednesday,  Commencement  day,  was 
one  long  to  be  remembered  by  the  dwellers 
in  Berkshire  and  the  regions  beyond,  not 
so  much  for  any  literary  dispensations  as 
for  those  of  the  clouds  upon  the  thirsty 
earth.  It  rained  all  day  ;  it  rained  vigor¬ 
ously,  continuously,  and  drenchingly.  But 
for  once  the  people  found  no  fault.  Even 
had  there  been  no  Commencement  at  all 
there  would  have  been  joy  that  the  long 
consuming  drouth  had  come  to  an  end,  and 
that  grass  and  corn  had  leave  to  grow  once 
more.  On  account  of  the  skies  there  was 
no  procession  from  the  College  to  the 
Church — a  thing  I  never  knew  omitted  here 
before — but  each  man  got  to  the  place  of 
assemblage  as  pleased  him  or  was  found 
practicable.  The  audience  was  not  as  large 
as  usual  till  late  in  the  day,  when  the  rain 
slackened  and  the  old  audience  came  in. 

The  Graduating  Class  acquitted  them¬ 
selves  well.  There  were  some  excellent 
writers  and  a  few  good  speakers.  There 
was  a  decided  religious  tone  running 
through  a  large  proportion  of  the  pieces — 
due  perhaps  in  part  to  the  recent  work  of 
grace  in  the  College.  Forty- five  young 
gentlemen  received  diplomas.  The  D.D.’s 
were  given  to  Bev.  J.  N.  Hawkes,  Bev. 
Simeon  H.  Calhoun  of  Syria,  and  Bev.  Mr. 
Smith  of  the  Sandwich  Islands.  LL  D. 
fell  npon  the  heads  of  Hon.  Stephen  J. 
Field  and  Gen.  B.  F.  Butler. 

To  crown  the  occasion  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  was  announced  as 
given  to  the  College  by  a  gentleman  of 
Berkshire  county,  John  Z.  Goodrich,  Eeq. 
It  was  also  resolved  to  attempt  the  raising 
of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  in  addi¬ 
tion,  for  the  general  uses  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion. 

Thus  a  new  platoon  of  soldiers  in  the 
brittle  of  life  are  recruited  at  old  Williams.

It  will  be  remembered  that  our  house 
of  worship  was  burned  some  two  years 
since.  We  are  now  endeavoring  to  replace 
it  with  an  edifice  more  spacious  and  sub¬ 
stantial.  The  corner-stone  was  to  have 
been  laid  this  morning,  bnt  on  account  of 
rain  the  ceremony  is  deferred  to  Thursday, 
whioh,  though  the  day  of  our  national  Fast, 
will  not  be  an  inappropriate  time  to  in¬ 
augurate  an  enterprise  at  once  patriotic 
and  Christian. 

The  style  of  the  new  building  will  be 
Bomanesque,  W.  W.  Boyington  of  Chicago, 
architect.  The  dimensions,  &o.,  are  as  fol¬ 
lows  Entire  length  of  edifice,  including 
projections,  135  feet  6  inches  ;  entire  width 
in  front,  78  feet  8  inches.  Exclusive  of 
projections  the  building  will  be  62  by  123 
feet.  The  main  tower  is  20  feet  square  at 
the  base,  and  will  rise  132  feet  and  contain 
the  bell  and  clock.  Tbe  other  tower  is  14 
feet  square,  and  will  rise  bnt  little  above 
the  apex  of  the  roof.  The  audience  room 
will  be  in  the  clear  59  by  90  feet,  inclusive 
of  the  choir  gallery.  Its  height  from  floor 
to  loftiest  part  of  the  ceiling  will  be  about 
45  feet. 

In  the  rear  of  the  building,  though  of 
the  same  elevation,  is  the  lecture  room, 
connected  with  the  audience  chamber  by 
doors,  one  each  side  of  the  pulpit,  but  hav¬ 
ing  its  main  entrance  from  the  side  street. 
The  lecture  room  is  on  the  first  floor,  and 
exclusive  of  a  vestibule  of  8  feet,  will  be  in 
the  clear  28  by  50  feet.  Over  it,  in  the 
second  story,  will  be  spacious  rooms  for 
Sunday  school  and  Bible  class  purposes. 

This  house  is  to  be  well  and  handsomely 
built,  with  a  massive  rook  foundation  and  a 
solid  superstructure  of  brick.  Its  timbers  are 
to  be  heavy  and  strong.  The  design  provides 
for  a  slate  roof,  and  every  attention  will  be 
given  to  render  the  whole  structure  as  safe 
against  fire  and  storm  as  in  the  nature  of 
the  case  is  possible.  This  is  a  great  under¬ 
taking  for  these  times,  bnt  we  hope,  with 
the  blessing  of  God,  to  succeed. 

The  Bev.  L.  M.  Glover  has  been  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  this  Church  for  nearly  sixteen  years.

3^  Methodist,  in  noticing  Dr.  Dix’s  ser¬ 
mon  on  Christian  Unity,  gives  him  a  merit¬ 
ed  rap  on  the  unavoidable  yet  most  offen¬ 
sive  and  ridicnlons  conceit  attached  of  ne¬ 
cessity  to  the  position  which  he  and  his  fel¬ 
low-believers  in  the  indispensableness  of 
tactnal  succession  from  the  apostles,  as¬ 
sume.  The  point  to  which  onr  spicy  neigh¬ 
bor  refers  is  fonnd  on  the  forefront,  even 
the  introduction  : 

The  opening  sentence  of  this  introducto¬ 
ry  is  as  follows:  ”Mach  surprise  has 
been  expressed  that  I  shonid  have  preached 
in  the  New  York  Tabernacle,  and  curiosity 
has  been  expressed  by  persons  not  present 
on  the  occasion,  to  know  what  I  said.” 
Coleridge  tells  a  story  of  a  man  who  never 
mentioned  his  own  name  without  taking  off 
his  hat.  A  High  Church  preacher  can 
hardly  allnde  to  his  own  personal  achieve¬ 
ments  without  some  token  of  reverence 
Dr.  Dix  is  evidently  a  very  amiable  man  ; 
every  page  of  this  sermon  abounds  with 
proof  of  it.  Bat  the  bad  inflaonces  of  his 
position  are  yet  too  much  for  him.  For 
him  there  are  no  Christian  ministers  in 
America,  out  of  the  fifty  thousand  ^hat 
claim  to  be  snch,  except  the  two  thousand 
who  think  as  he  thinks,  and  who  have  enter¬ 
ed  the  ministry  in  the  same  way  that  he  has 
done.  All  the  rest  are  mere  pretenders. 
So  of  the  thousands  of  Churches  through¬ 
out  the  land.  In  Dr.  Dix’s  view,  none  of 
them  are  Churches  except  the  few  that  are 
in  fellowship  with  him.  In  a  word.  Dr. 
Dix  and  his  associates  constitute,  in  their 
own  opinion,  tbe  Church  of  God  in  Ameri¬ 
ca.  Its  powers,  its  authority,  its  privi¬ 
leges,  are  theirs,  and  theirs  exclusively. 
No  wonder,  then,  that  these  men  are  puf¬ 
fed  up,  consciously  or  nnconscionsly  (in 
Dr.  Dix’s  case  we  believe  it  is  the  latter), 
with  conceit  of  their  position.  No  wonder 
that  he  supposes  the  world  to  be  asking,  in 
“much  surprise,”  why  he.  Dr.  Dix,  the 
minister  of  Trinity,  should  preach  at  the 
“Tabernacle” 

It  is  very  ludicrous.  The  Chinese  man¬ 
darins,  with  their  yellow,  moon- shaped  fa¬ 
ces  and  obese  bodies,  gravely  calling  the 
rest  of  mankind  “outside  barbarians,”  are 
not  half  so  funny. 

The  Advocate  and  Journal  closes  an  ar¬ 
ticle  on  “  Our  Colleges”  as  follows: 

Genesee  College  dates  back  only  a  little 
more  than  ten  years.  It  occupies  a  fine  dis¬ 
trict  of  country,  and  has  before  it  abroad  field 
for  usefulness  and  success.  But  as  yet  it  has 
attained  to  but  little.  Its  connection  with 
Genesee  Wesleyan  Seminary  we  cannot 
but  think  is  unfortunate,  nor  are  we  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  admission  of  females  is  not  a 
mistake  and  a  disadvantage.  From  all  we 
have  learned  we  have  come  to  suspect  that 
the  affairs  of  that  Instituilon  demand  a 
«uurongh  overhauling,  and  almost  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  construction.  Its  first  great 
need  is  to  be  released  from  its  entanglement 
with  the  Seminary.  Even  if  the  College 
remains  at  Lima,  the  two  institutions  should 
be  wholly  separated  both  locally  and  organ¬ 
ically.  Then  its  next  great  want  is  money, 
and  this  can  be  gotten  in  sums  at  all  ade¬ 
quate  to  meet  its  exigencies  only  by  the 
strong  and  nnited  efforts  of  its  friends,  pat¬ 
ting  their  hands  deep  into  their  own  pock¬ 
ets  and  endowing  it  by  donations  of  tens 
and  hundreds  of  thousands.  Failure  to  do 
this  will  not  be  owing  to  any  lack  of  ability 
among  those  who  should  be  counted  its  pa¬ 
trons,  nor  are  we  prepared  to  believe  that 
it  will  arise  from  a  lack  of  a  general  spirit 
of  liberality;  but  as  yet  we  apprehend  there 
is  not  a  due  appreciation  of  what  the  work 
demands. 

The  Freeman's  Journal,  a  paper  that 
did  not  hesitate  to  excuse  the  Fort  Pillow 
massacre,  apologizes  for  the  burning  of 
Chambersbnrgh  in  the  same  strain,  by  in¬ 
sinuating  that  similar  atrocities  have  been 
perpetrated  or  sanctioned  by  Union  officers. 
In  other  words,  it  makes  this  last  heart¬ 
rending  calamity  not  so  much  an  occasion 
for  rebuking  its  deliberate,  rebellions  per¬ 
petrators,  as  of  malign  insinuation  against 
the  leaders  of  our  loyal  armies.  That  these 
have,  as  a  general  fact,  devised  every  meth¬ 
od  to  prevent  and  mitigate  the  irregular 
and  barbarous  warfare  which  has  been  a 
characteristic  of  the  rebellion  from  the 
start,  of  conrse  passes  for  nothing  with  this 
journal  when  it  stands  in  the  way  of  mak¬ 
ing  a  point. 

Take  the  most  recent  illustrations:  Gen. 
Hunter  is  reputed  the  most  vindictive  of 
our  military  leaders,  and  yet  on  setting  out 
recently  he  took  measures,  so  far  as  one 
party  to  the  matter  could,  to  insure  what 
may  be  called  the  civilized,  the  more  humane 
methods  of  warfare.  Gen.  Washburn’s 
order  looking  to  the  preservation  of  the 
lives  of  his  train  conductors;  the  orders  of 
Gen.  Sherman  touching  guerillas  in  his  rea”, 
and  enforced  by  the  marshal  law  proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  President,  and  those  of  Geu.  j 
Rosecrans  in  Missouri,  are  all  corroborative 
of  this  position.  But  what  nse  to  contro¬ 
vert  a  paper  that  weekly  illustrates  the 
’’freedom  of  the  Press” — and  something 
more — after  the  following  fashion  : 

The  regard  showed  to  private  property, 
in  former  expeditions  of  the  Confederates 
into  Pennsylvania,  has  shown  the  spirit  in 
which  the  Confederates  desired  to  conduct 
the  war.  If  they  have  now  departed  from 
their  former  self  control,  the  Federal  armies 
in  the  South  have  set  them  the  example.  Still 
we  deplore  acts  that  are  not,  properly,  re 
taliahon.  Tbe  majority  of  the  good  peo¬ 
ple  of  Cbambersburgh  are  not  responsible 
for  tbe  acts  ot  vand-tlism  of- Federal  armies 
in  the  South.  They  condemn  them.  They 
are  not  enemies,  but  rather  friends  of  the 
Southern  people  Tbe  same  can  be  said  of 
most  of  the  towns  in  that  region  of  conn- 
try.  It  requires  great  self-control  to  dis 
thguiah,  but,  nevertheless,  the  advanceo 
ideas  regarding  war  demand  the  disttnctioii 
between  tbe  innocent  and  tbe  guilty.  In 


Chambersbnrgh  we  suppose  the  public 
buildings  were  set  on  fire,  some  of  the 
banks,  &c.,  and  owing  to  the  exceeding 
dryness  of  the  time,  the  flames  spread. 
Still  these  were  circnmstances  that  a  gal¬ 
lant  foe  shonid  have  considered  before  ap¬ 
plying  the  torch.  Civilized  forces  must  not 
take  copy  from  Sherman,  er  A.  J.  Smith, 
or  Butler.

Often  it  happens  that  the  eye  is  better 
acquainted  with  the  tame  scenery  of  some 
foreign  land,  than  with  the  bold,  rich  and 
varied  landscape  that  circles  our  native 
home.  And  as  the  Christian  often  knows 
more  of  the  wants  of  a  distant  field  of  labor, 
than  of  the  needs  of  his  own  household — 
and  as  the  Church  is  prone  in  her  eager 
watching  for  the  harvest  on  distant  fields, 
to  lose  sight  altogether  of  the  rich  plains  of 
waving  and  whitening  grain  that  often 
spring  up  on  some  home  fitld — here  is  a  ease 
to  the  point.  We  know  much  of  Africa 
and  still  more  distant  lands,  bnt  notice  little 
the  changes  that  occur  in  onr  Western  con¬ 
tinent.  Ask  a  Christian  what  he  thinks  of 
the  present  prospects  for  Christianity  in 
Brazil,  an  empire  exceeding  the  United 
States  in  territory  by  37,000  square  miles. 
Most  likely  he  would  give  a  gloomy  answer, 
and  talk  mournfully  of  the  power  of  Borne, 
and  the  persecutions  of  Protestants,  and 
the  dark  region  of  heathendom,  Ac.  Snoh, 
indeed,  was  the  state  of  affairs  years  ago, 
but  not  now;  to-day  the  very  opposite  of  such 
things  exist.  Yet  we  know  not  of  the 
change,  because,  somehow  or  other,  we 
have  neglected  to  notice  the  signs  of  such 
advancement. 

Brazil  is  no  longer  under  the  chains  of 
ignorance  and  heathendom,  bnt  has  already 
commenced  the  work  of  civilization  and 
reform,  which  will  soon  throw  off  Borne’s 
sceptre  of  bigotry  and  superstition.  The 
fact  is  that  this  empire,  so  vast  in  extent, 
so  rich  in  natural  resources,  is  a  most  invit¬ 
ing  and  promising  field  of  missionary  labor, 
tor  the  purpose  ot  spreading  the  single 
truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Christianity.  The 
government  and  tbe  Emperor  are  opening 
the  way  for  the  advancement  of  the  nation. 
The  government,  though  professedly  Gatho- 
Uc,  by  its  jnst  and  equal  laws,  by  its  favor¬ 
ing  the  civilization  of  the  mass,  by  its  toler¬ 
ation  of  religions  and  creeds,  is  firmly 
planting  the  seeds  of  truth,  and  nnoon- 
scionsly  nurturing  the  germs  of  a  true 
Christianity. 

Bnt  the  character  ot  the  Emperor  gives  us 
the  best  hopes  tor  the  cause  of  Christianity. 
The  King’s  policy  is  pacific — immigration 
is  invited,  commerce  is  cherished,  agricul¬ 
ture  fostered,  education  encouraged,  the 
public  debt  small,  tbe  Brazilian  credit  next 
to  the  very  best  in  all  European  markets. 
Though  himself  a  Boman  Catholic,  the 
Emperor  encourages  and  protects  Protestant 
preachers  and  Bible  distributors.  The  only 
slight  embarrassment  thrown  in  their  way 
by  the  laws,  is  a  prohibition  of  places  of 
worship  “  in  the  form  of  a  temple.”  They 
conld  not  rear  a  spire  or  hang  a  bell  In 
one  case  the  Emperor  is  said  to  have  taken 
very  decisive  steps,  showing  his  determin¬ 
ation  to  enforce  the  guarantee  of  religious 
freedom  against  the  persecution  Qf  ^e 
I  priests. 

The  enlightened  government  is  also  nit' 

I  consoionsly  opening  the  way  for  Christian-* 
I  ity  to  the  nation  of  slaves  in  the  Emp^ 
by  gradnally  elevating  them  and  making 
freedom  possible.  The  laws  on  slavery  arc 
no  IV  far  more  humane  than  of  most  alsvc 
countries.  One  provision  enables  the  slave 
to  have  bis  name  registered,  and  his  price 
fixed  by  a  magistrate,  and  then  pay  that 
price  as  he  can  get  small  sums — the  sale  of 
tbe  slave  being  no  bar  to  counting  previous 
payments — so  that  when  the  price  is  paid 
he  is  free.  In  1850,  the  slave  trade  was 
prohibited  in  Brazil  Since  the  present 
reign  commenced,  tbe  number  of  slaves  has 
decreased  1,000  000,  while  the  products  of 
the  soil  have  increased  35  per  cent.  The 
Emperor  seems  anxious  to  bring  the  system 
to  an  end,  but  indications  in  tbe  Northern 
part  of  the  Empire  threaten  him  with  a 
rebellion,  like  ours,  to  perpetuate  the  curse. 
Perhaps  our  sufferings  and  successes  may  be 
the  means  of  mitigating  those  of  Brazil. 
Again,  the  personal,  aside  from  the  public 
character  of  the  Emperor,  tells  of  hope  for 
true  Christianity.  A  man  with  his  scholar¬ 
ly  attainments,  must  know  he  has  all  to  gain 
by  opening  the  land  to  Protestantism. 
Let  me  state  what  will  astonish  many,  for 
if  even  ministers  are  given  to  regarding 
Brazil  and  her  rulers  as  yet  half  civilised, 
the  mass  of  the  Church  cannot  know  much 
more.  The  King’s  acquisitions  are  confin¬ 
ed  to  no  one  department,  bnt  extend  to  all< 
languages,  science,  history,  geography,, 
mechanics,  agriculture,  and  the  fine  arts. 
His  library  is  filled  mostly  with  the  best 
books  of  reference  and  dictionaries.  In 
chemistry  he  has  a  well  appointed  labora¬ 
tory,  and  is  a  skilfnl  experimenter.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  in  the  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere  to  take  Dagnerreotypes.  Hardly  six 
months  had  elapsed  after  Daguerre’s  dis¬ 
covery  was  published,  before  he  had  achiev¬ 
ed  a  success  in  that  line — then  but  a  youth. 
If  a  steamer  with  some  new  machinery 
comes  into  the  harbor  of  Bio  de  Janeiro, 
he  is  anre  to  be  aboard,  and  stndy  it  to  a 
full  eomprehension.  Not  a  meeting  of  Uie 
Brazilian  Historiial  Society  takes  place 
without  (if  it  be  possible)  the  presence  of 
the  Emperor.  He  takes  a  deep  interest 
in  the  researches  of  Professor  Agaask. 
Daring  the  last  year  he  sent  many  hundred 
specimens  from  Brazil  to  the  mnaenm  at 
Cambridge.  He  is  familiar  with  onr  stand¬ 
ing  authors— Cooper,  Prescott,  Irving, 
Longfellow.  Whittier,  Bryan^  Ac,;  and  of 
poets,  Longfellow  is  his  favorite. 

In  a  comparison  by  an  Englisb  Beviewof 
the  four  Emperors,  Francis  Joseph  of  Aus¬ 
tria,  Alexander  II  of  Bnseia,  Napoleon  HE 
of  France,  and  Don  Pedro  II  of  Brazil,  the 
last  is  declared  altogether  superior  to  tho 
others  in  ability,  acquirements,  and  moral 
ebaracter. 

Sorely  the  Church  of  Christ  has  oause 
for  gratitude,  that  so  near  home  in  this 
Southern  continent,  the  obstacles  to  her 
advance  are  being  fast  removed.

(Another  writer  seys  the  extent  of  their 
purposes  was  only  to  damage  a  mine  whioh 
they  suspected  Grant  was  running  in  front 
of  the  18(h  corps )  (^ntrsry  to  the  method 
of  Gen.  Grant,  their  explMion  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  general  oannonade,  whioh  oom- 
menoed  about  six  minutes  before  the  mine 
was  sprung.  With  the  explosion,  mnssss 
of  earth,  dust,  debris,  and  smoke  were 
thrown  np,  but  came  down  again  outside  of 
our  earthworks,  leaving  them  unharmed. 
The  fort  had  been  abandoned,  as  a  precau¬ 
tion,  on  the  night  previous,  and  quaker 
gnus  mounted  in  plaoe  of  the  siege  pieces 
which  had  been  removed.  After  the  ex¬ 
plosion  the  rebels  leaped  from  behind  their 
breastworks,  and  charged  toward  our  lines, 
but  were  met  1^  a  flank  fire  causing  them 
a  heavy  loss.  The  9  th  corps  was  principal¬ 
ly  engaged  on  our  side.  The  Riohmond 
Examiner  of  the  4th  inst.  says  that  General 
Grant  “is  busy  sapping  and  mining  at  oth¬ 
er  points.” 

A  party  of  fifty  deserters  started  to  oome 
into  our  lines  on  the  7th  at  an  early  hour, 
when  onr  gunners,  not  knowiosr  their  in¬ 
tention,  opened  fire  upon  them,  killing  and 
wonnding  abont  twenty.  Nine  of  them  ar¬ 
rived  at  headquarters  on  Sunday  forenoon, 
some  of  them  wounded. 

Gen.  Grant  does  not  regard  the  demon¬ 
strations  of  the  enemy  in  the  vioinity  of  the 
Upper  Potomao  as  formidable  in  numbere. 

The  Uppeb  Potomao  Region  has  been 
the  scene  ol  renewed  excitement,  now  just 
quieting  down  again.  But  there  is  but  lit¬ 
tle  definite  intelligenoe.  Aooording  to  one 
report,  the  rebels  have  evoonated  Hagers¬ 
town  and  retreated  across  the  Potomao,  but 
other  dispatches  represent  that  they  ere 
concentrating  in  force  near  the  old  Antie- 
tam  ground.  The  administration,  in  order 
to  frnstrate  their  movements,  has  oonoen- 
trated  a  large  body  of  troops  on  the  Upper 
Potomao,  of  whioh  Gen.  Sheridan  has  taken 
command,  with  Gen.  Torbett  oommanding 
the  cavalry  force.  The  best  opinion  seems 
to  be  that  the  only  rebel  force  on  the  Up¬ 
per  Rappahannock  is  the  command  of  Early, 
and  that  only  small  bands  of  raiders  have 
crossed  into  Maryland  for  the  purpose  of 
plundering  and  burning,  and  distracting  at¬ 
tention  from  the  parties  that  are  engaged 
in  gathering  crops  in  the  valley.  Tnere  is 
a  report  through  Gen.  Kelly  to  the  effect 
that  Gen.  Avenll  has  overtaken  the  rebels 
St  Morefield,  Ya,  and  oaptured  all  their  ar¬ 
tillery  and  500  prisonera 

Averill’s  victory  in  the  valley  is  oonfino- 
ed.  His  loss  was  vety  slight,  and  he  cap¬ 
tured  from  five  to  six  hundred  prisoners 
and  all  the  rebel  artillery. 

Nobth  Oabolina  — An  expedition  to  the 
Obowan  river,  reoently  sent  oat  by  Gen. 
Palmer  from  Newbem,  N.  0.,  bos  returned 
with  103  bales  of  cotton  and  a  large  amount 
of  tobaooo,  captured  from  the  enemy,  from 
whioh  the  Treasury  Di-partment  will  re¬ 
alize  over  8100,000.  The  expedition  also 
recaptured  the  despatch  steamer  Arrow 
from  the  rebels,  some  prisonera  and  many 
articles  of  value,  besides  destroying  a  large 
amount  of  rebel  oommissary  stores. 

The  Riohmond  papers  of  Friday  claim  a 
victory  in  North  Oarolina,  declaring  t^t 
W.  W.  Holden  and  the  “Conservatives” 
have  been  defeated,  and  that  Vanee  is  re¬ 
elected  Governor. 

AiiOng  THBy[7oAST. — The  aotion  of  Gen. 
Foster,  oommanding  our  forces  before 
Charleston,  in  plaoiog  a  number  of  rebel 
effioers  under  the  fire  of  their  own  guns,  by 
way  of  retaliation  on  the  rebel  aodiorities 
who  first  adopted  this  policy  with  a  view  of 
cheokiogthe  fire  of  our  batteries  on  Charles- 
ton,  has  produoed  its  proper  eff^et.  On  the 
4(h  instant  (he  enemy  formally  exchanged 
(he  Union  offioera  in  theft  hands  for  their 
own  officers  held  by  Gen.  Foster.  The  oc¬ 
casion  18  said  to  have  been  one  of  great  in¬ 
terest.  The  vessels  oonstituting  the  block¬ 
ading  fleet  were  gaily  decorated  and  ^awn 
up  in  line,  while  the  bands  played  stirring 
mneio,  and  the  shouts  and  cheers  of  tho 
sailors  manning  the  yards,  as  the  released 
Union  prisoners  were  borne  within  out 
lines,  gave  a  stirring  effect  to  the  scene. 
Among  the  released  National  officers  are 
Brig. -Gens.  Seymour,  Weasels,  Sosmmon, 
Sbaler,  and  Hecaman.  An  effort  is  making 
by  the  rebel  authorities  to  make  Charleston 
the  future  exchange-point  of  prisoners  <A 
war. 

Oar  forces  in  Florida  do  not  appear  to  be 
idle.  Several  expeditions  into  the  interior 
have  recently  been  made.  One  of  these 
destroyed  several  oars  and  a  telegraph  offioe 
at  Callahan,  a  station  on  the  Florida  rail¬ 
road,  together  with  a  number  of  bridges — 
capturing  also  a  large  qaantity  of  small 
arms  and  stores.  Another  expeidition,  ad¬ 
vancing  farther  into  the  interior,  destroyed 
an  important  bridge  over  the  South  fork  of 
the  Sc.  Maty’s  river,  together  with  two 
trestiewoiks  on  the  Cedar  Kejs  railroad, 
and  a  similar  work  on  the  Lake  City  rail¬ 
road.  The  force  then  proceeded  to  Bald¬ 
win,  whioh  they  still  occupied  at  last  ao- 
oounts.  By  bolding  this  town,  whioh  is 
twenty  miles  West  of  Jacksonville,  we  de¬ 
prive  the  rebels  of  the  nse  of  three  lines  of 
railroad,  and  prevent  them  driving  oattle 
from  the  lower  and  rioher  parts  of  the 
State. 

Oeobgia — The  cavalry  expeditions  sent 
out  on  or  abont  the  26ih  ult ,  by  Gen. 
Sherman,  to  operate  on  the  enemy’s  oom- 
munioatious  about  Atlanta,  the  one  party 
under  Gen.  Stoneman,  and  the  other  under 
G>-nerals  Garrard  and  HoOook,  performed 
their  work,  and  then  met  with  serious  op¬ 
position  and  disaster.  It  appears  that  G^ 
MoCook  was  sent  to  destroy  the  Maoon  SAd 
Western  road,  and  after  using  up  eighteen 
miles  of  it,  his  forces  pursued  and  oaptured 
a  rebel  train  of  five  hundred  wagons,  whioh 
was  going  from  Atlanta  to  Maoon  or  Cola Oi- 
bus.  The  wagons  were  laden  with  valuable 
stores,  inoludug  liquors  and  the  private 
papers  of  Gen.  Hood  and  others.  After 
possessing  tbemselves  of  what  they  wanted, 
our  men  burned  the  wagons  and  atarted  to 
retorn  with  the  prisoners  and  three  hun¬ 
dred  mules,  but  were  overtaken  by  the 
rebels  in  force  under  Gen.  Ransom,  who 
completely  surronnded  onr  foroes,  and  *' a 
desperate  engagement  ensned.’’  As  “  des¬ 
perate”  as  the  drunken  atete  of  a  portion 
of  oar  soldiers  would  admit  of,  we  aupposeb 
Gen.  McCook  and  a  good  portion  of  his 
command,  however,  eluded  (he  enany. 
Che  news  from  Atlanta  reports  that  ha  hM 
arrived  safely  at  Marietta  with  a  body  goard 
of  three  hundred  men,  twelfe  hundred  hav¬ 
ing  arrived  before.  His  Iom  wss  not  so 
heavy  os  at  first  supposed.  There  ere  stiU 
missing  eigtit  hundred  men.  Gmi.  Sher¬ 
man  claims  that  the  raid  was  asacoeos. 
The  rebel  journals  state  that  Gen.  Stone- 
man,  with  a  force  of  five  hundred  oavalry, 
was  captured  by  Gen.  Iverson,  with  e  p<^ 
(ion  of  (he  Georgia  militia,  near  Maeoa. 
They  also  deolare  that  (be  oars  were  run¬ 
ning  regularly  from  Adauta  to  Karon  M 
the  2a d  inst,  altbongh  they 
Stoneman’s  forro  ent  toe  roeds  bedly  two 
or  three  days  previonaly. 

Aa  the  details  of  tbs  battls  of  too  29a

epperent.  The  design  of  the  rebel  Qen- 
erei  wm  e  dering  one,  end  wss  so  ueerly 
snooesefnl,  thet  whet  the  reenlts  of  its  entire 
■nooese  wonld  here  been  msy  be  reedily 
pecoeieed.  Nothing  bat  the  most  persist¬ 
ent  courage  and  desperate  fighting  saved 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  from  a  complete 
Kont.  Bumnltaneons  with  an  impetnons  at¬ 
tack  of  a  well  appointed  eolnmn  on  the  ex¬ 
treme  fisnk,  its  commander  fell,  and  parts 
of  the  line  were  broken  through  by  over¬ 
powering  masses.  Assanlts  were  repulsed 
from  the  front,  and  then  lines  were  faced 
to  the  rear,  and  attacks  repulsed  from  that 
directiom  This  was  particularly  the  case 
in  the  l7th  Corps,  where  the  rebel  dead 
strewed  in  its  front  teUs  of  the  despera¬ 
tion  of  the  contest,  lu  such  a  scene  it  is 
impossible  to  tell  of  the  doings  of  regiments 
or  bodies.  It  seemed  to  be  a  contest  where 
companies  and  individoals  fought  as  reason 
dictated. 

Divisions  beset  on  every  side  by  an  im¬ 
petuous  foe,  fought  by  detachments  ;  corps 
and  corps  oommanders  were  lost  sight  of, 
and  divisions  and  brigades  forgotten. 
When  they  were  fought  as  command  they 
were  marched  from  one  end  of  a  ridge  to 
another,  or  fought  from  one  side  of  a  work, 
then  from  the  other.  But  the  troops,  tried 
on  many  sanguinary  fields,  were  not  to  be 
thrown  into  disorder  or  confusion.  As¬ 
saults  were  received  and  repulsed,  and  at¬ 
tacks  were  made  and  improved.  On  the 
extreme  i^ht  of  this  army,  in  front  of  Gen. 
Wood's  division,  the  battle  could  be  plainly 
seen  from  the  Headquarters  of  Gen.  Sher¬ 
man.  Near  the  right  of  the  line.  Captain 
Glass’s  battery  of  20  pound  Parrotts,  was 
stationed,  and  the  regiment  supporting  it 
were  driven  away  at  the  first  onset  of  the 
enemy.  Gen.  Wood  observing  the  battery 
deserted,  and  the  enemy  endeavoring  to 
carry  it  off,  sent  his  reserve  force  to  retake 
it.  This  force  moving  through  ravines, 
was  not  observed  by  the  enemy,  and  gained 
the  work  just  at  the  moment  that  au  ad¬ 
ditional  force  of  the  enemy,  who  had  been 
sent  to  assist  in  carrying  off  the  guns, 
mounted  the  work,  and  here  was  seen  by 
Gens.  Sherman,  Schofield  and  others,  one 
of  the  most  stubborn  conflicts  that  a  sol¬ 
dier  ever  engaged  in.  In  the  suspense  and 
Intense  excitement  of  the  ocossion,  it 
seemed  to  last  for  half  an  hour,  when  in 
reality  it  was  of  short  duration,  and  finally 
resulted  in  the  free  use  of  the  bayonet 
From  an  extended  point  on  the  road  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  city,  near  the  left  of  Gen.  Has- 
call’s  line,  batteries  were  brought  into  po¬ 
sition,  that  played  with  frightful  havoc 
into  ^e  flasks  of  the  daring  enemy.  These 
diells,  plowing  through  their  ranks,  al¬ 
ready  thinned  by  the  destructive  musketry 
Cf  our  infantry— these  missiles,  coming 
with  their  peculiar  screaming  noise,  soat- 
tmring  death  amidst  them — unnerved  them 
and  sent  them  in  confusion  back  over  the 
field  they  bad  so  nearly  won. 

Their  backs  were  no  sooner  turned,  than 
our  men  jumped  to  their  feet,  and  with  a 
wild,  exultant  cheer,  sent  a  volley  through 
their  wasted  lines  that  told  with  fearful 
effect.  Thrice  their  colors  fell  with  the 
bearers,  but  each  time  they  were  picked 
np,  and  finally  borne  off  by  the  few  who 
were  left  to  tell  the  story  of  their  gallant 
fight 

Such  conflicts  are  beyond  the  control  of 
officers  of  any  grade,  and  none  but  the 
brave,  heroic  men  who  carry  the  mm-kets 
deserve  credit  for  such  bitter,  decisive  re 
pulses.  Men  with  such  hearts,  with  cour¬ 
tage  that  thus  confronts  death,  with  nerves 
that  thus  withstand  the  assaults  of  superior 
numbers  of  men,  maddened  by  delusion, 
are  heroes  and  deserve  monuments  of  brass. 
-On  this  part  of  the  field  one  hundred  and 
six^-flve  dead  rebels  were  found.  These 
figures  idone  speak  for  the  determined  re¬ 
sistance  that  was  made.  In  front  of  the 
20th  Ohio,  just  such  another  scene  might 
have  been  witnessed.  Men  of  that  regi¬ 
ment  captured  and  in  the  enemy’s  hands, 
were  literally  jerked  out  of  their  hands,  the 
rebels  pulling  by  the  feet  and  our  men  by 
'the  body. 


The  fears  recently  expressed  by  the  rebel 
papers  that  an  attack  was  about  to  be  made 
on  Mobile  by  Admiral  Farragut,  were  well 
grounded ;  and  accordingly  we  have  most 
cheering  news  from  Mobile  on  purely  rebel 
official  authority.  Here  it  is: 

“  MoMa,  Aug.  6,  1864  — Ron.  C.  A.  SM 
don,  Seerdary  of  War: — Seventeen  of  the 
enemy’s  vess^  (fourteen  ships  and  three 
iron-elade)  passed  Fort  Morgan  this  morn¬ 
ing.

The  Selma  was  esp- 
int^  The  Gainea  was  beached  near  the 
bospitaL  The  Morgan  is  safe,  and  will  try 
to  run  np  to  night.  The  enemy’s  fleet  have 
jqiproached  the  city.  A  monitor  has  been 
engaging  Fort  Fowell  all  day.

[Fort  Powell  is  a  rebel  fort  of  twelve 
guns,  which  forms  part  of  a  series  of  earth¬ 
works  running  from  Fort  Gaines,  on  Dau 
-phin’s  Island,  to  Grant's  Pass,  which  com¬ 
mands  one  of  the  entraLcas  to  Mobile  Bey. 
The  entire  ooast  is  lined  with  fortifications 
and  batteries,  of  which  Fort  Powell  is  the 
strongest,  and  forms  the  key  of  the  poei 
tion.  The  rebel  ships  Tennessee,  Selma,  and 
■Gaines,  reported  captured  and  disabled, 
WMe  a  part  of  a  rebel  fleet  of  12  vessels 
mounting  a  total  of  50  guns,  relied  on  for 
the  defence  of  the  city.  The  Tennessee  was 
an  Iron-clad  ram  mounting  seven  guns, 
and  was  the  rebel  Admiral  Buchanan’s  flag¬ 
ship.  The  Selma  captured  and  Gaines 
beached,  and  probably  destroyed,  were  cot¬ 
ton  clads  of  four  guns  each.  These  cotton- 
dads  are  believed  to  be  equal  to  iron  clads 
in  defensive  strength.  The  Tecumseh  re¬ 
ported  sunk,  is  a  Union  one-tnrreted  moni¬ 
tor,  mounting  two  guns.  The  primary  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  expedition  appears  to  be  to  ob¬ 
tain  possession  of  .Dauphin  Island,  so  as  to 
efieotnally  close  the  blockade,  and  break 
np  the  fleet  of  rebel  vessels  preparing  at 
that  place  for  an  attack  upon  our  fleet 
Dauphin  Island  is  situate  between  the  two 
points  on  land  which  forms  Mobile  Bay, 
which  communicates  with  the  Gulf  by  two 
straits,  on  the  East  and  West  sides.  The 
Western  strait,  between  the  island  and  Fort 
Morgan,  is  shallow  and  will  only  admit  ves¬ 
sels  drawing  eight  feet  of  water.  The  strait 
on  the  Eastern  side,  the  point  of  Admiral 
Farragnt’s  attack,  draws  over  twenty  feet, 
and  is  the  ohannd  for  the  steamera  and 
large  vessels.  Dauphin  Island  is  the  Sum¬ 
ter  of  Mobile,  and  its  possession  is  essen- 
tisl  to  further  operations  against  the  city. 

The  military  situation  is  not  as  unfavor¬ 
able  as  snppo^  in  Aikansas,  though  gne 
rillas  operate  at  various  points.  Gen. 
Steele  is  now  receiving  large  reinforce¬ 
ments— ten  boats  having  arrived  within  a 
week  with  over  10.000  horses  and  mules, 
900  wagons,  Ac.  Little  Book  and  Pine 
piTiff  are  regarded  as  impregnable  against 
the  trans  Mississippi  rebels.  And  Gan. 
Thayer  routed  about  6000  of  the  enemy  be¬ 
fore  Fort  Smith  on  the  Slat  alt  A  smaller 
force  composed  of  about  800  rebels  wme 
aiart  recently  defeated  at  Osceola.  The  reb¬ 
el  leader  was  among  tiie  killed. 

The  report  tbet  BiownsTiUe,  Texas,  had 


been  evacuated  by  our  forces  is  confirmed. 
All  the  milital'y  stores  have  been  sent  to 
Brazos  and  New  Orleans. 

Thb  Southwest. — Gen.  Oanby  has  issued 
an  order  which  is  very  unpala'able  to  reb¬ 
els  and  their  sympathizers.  It  is  to  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  all  able  bodied  males  within  the 
lines  of  occupation  in  the  Departments  of 
Arkansas  and  the  Gulf,  and  districts  E  ist  of 
the  Mississippi,  are  to  be  immediately  en¬ 
rolled  for  militia  service,  the  plea  of  alienage 
not  to  be  admitted  where  the  person  making 
it  baa  ever  exercised  the  right  of  citizenship, 
or  been  in  the  rebel  service,  but  in  cases 
where  it  is  admitted,  such  aliens  are  to  do 
local  police  duty. 

Nearly  1  ,000  exchanged  Union  prisoners 
from  the  Bed  River  country,  arriv^  at  New 
Orleans  on  the  25th,  the  mejority  of  them 
belonging  to  Iowa  and  Indiana,  the  26th 
Indiana  and  the  19  th  Iowa  being  largely 
represented.  The  Delta  says  they  present 
ed  a  most  pitiable  appearance.  They  are 
the  first  instalment  from  the  prison  at  Ty¬ 
ler,  Texas,  where  from  4000  to  6000  are 
confined  in  a  stockade  fort  at  the  rate  of  a 
thousand  to  the  acre,  and  their  treatment  is 
most  cruel.  Two  hundred  of  these  prison¬ 
ers  had  been  vaccinated  with  diseased  virus. 

Misboubi. — The  last  week  in  July  was  not 
so  fall  of  bash-whacking  atrocities  as  the 
one  previous  to  it  Several  papers  from 
the  interior  of  the  State  indicate  quiet  and 
freedom  from  the  bandits,  while  others 
give  accounts  of  robbery  without  murder. 
The  people  are  fairly  waked  up  to  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  energetic  action  in  response  to 
Order  107,  and  their  organization  under 
this,  with  the  rapid  enlistment  under  the 
call  for  nine  regiments  of  six  or  twelve 
months’  volunteers,  should  soon  place  Mis¬ 
souri  in  a  condition  of  comparative  safety. 
But,  says  the  St.  Louis  Union,  “the  State  is 
fairly  swarming  with  guerillas  from  Price’s 
army,  who  raise  recruits  amongst  those  of 
their  kind,  and  they  are  undoubtedly  look¬ 
ing  to  be  supported  by  a  formidable  invad¬ 
ing  force  from  Arkansas.  They  may  be 
waiting  merely  for  the  corn  to  be  enffioient- 
ly  advanced  to  afford  rations.’’ 

Thb  Militabt  Aspect. — July  closed  with 
small  mUitary  checks  at  Petersburg  and  at 
Atlanta,  and  August  has  opened  auspicious¬ 
ly.  But  that  the  rebels  will  make  desper¬ 
ate  effjrts  to  dislodge  one  of  our  great  ar¬ 
mies  before  the  new  call  sensibly  strength¬ 
ens  either  of  them,  seems  but  the  dictate  of 
ordinary  prudence  on  their  part  They 
can  ill  afford  to  let  the  Fall  campaign  open 
with  Grant  and  Sherman  oocupving  their 
present  vantage  ground.  The  World  thus 
speculates:  “The  Richmond  papers  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  Gea.  Johnston  has  been 
assigned  to  the  command  of  the  forces  in 
Western  Virginia.  This  is  Johnston’s  old 
fighting  gronnd,  and  if  be  has  an  army 
strong  enongh,  he  will  doubtless  remove  the 
theatre  of  war  to  the  Shenaadoah  Valley  at 
least,  if  he  does  not  throw  his  colamns  into 
Maryland.  It  is  suspected,  however,  that 
instead  of  sending  troops  into  Western  Vir¬ 
ginity  the  rebels  have  reinforced  Hood  very 
heavily  with  a  view  to  save  Atlanta  and 
overwhelm  Gen.  Sherman.  Fears  are  en 
tertained  in  military  circles  that  such  is  the 
fact,  and  that  Gen.  Sherman’s  situation  is 
more  criticilthan  many  are  willing  to  ao- 
knowleige." 

The  Quotas. — On  the  3d  instant  Gov. 
Seymour  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  War,  complaining  of  the  inequality  be¬ 
tween  the  quota*  assigned  to  the  first  ten 
OoDgressional  Districts  of  New  York  and 
those  of  Masssohusetts  and  Pennsylvania, 
and  asking  for  another  commission  to  settle 
the  question.  The  demand  is  reasonable, 
and  will  no  doubt  be  complied  with. 

Mr.  Whiting,  Solicitor  of  the  War  De¬ 
partment,  has  also  given  in  bis  opinion  as 
to  the  best  method  of  equalizing  the  quotas. 
He  advocates  the  following  plan:  crediting 
to  each  district  the  number  of  men  furnish¬ 
ed  by  it  for  three  years  under  all  previous 
calls;  charging  it  with  the  quota  assigned 
to  it  nuder  the  present  call  in  proportion  to 
the  number  enrolled  in  it;  and  then  credit¬ 
ing  it  with  the  number  of  men,  for  whatev¬ 
er  term,  famished  in  answer  to  the  present 
oalL  This  method  fairly  equalizes  the  de¬ 
mands  made,  obtains  the  600,000  men  we 
want  now,  and  provides  that  if  another  call 
is  made  the  number  of  years  of  service  shall 
be  taken  into  accounk 

Natiomautt  of  the  Rebel  Pibates. — An 
incomplete  list  of  the  officer i  and  crew  of 
the  Alabama  has  been  published.  It  men¬ 
tions  twenty-six  officers,  o(  whom  fourteen 
were  English,  one  Welsh,  and  eleven  rebel 
Americans.  It  contains  also  sixty-  six  pe  ity 
officers  and  seamen,  of  whom  fifty  were  of 
English  birth,  seven  Irish,  two  Portuguese, 
two  Scotch,  two  Welsh,  and  one  German. 
This  list,  thoagh  incomplete,  is  the  most 
exact  yet  published.  Of  the  ninety-two 
pirates  whose  names  and  nativities  are  given 
seventy  nine  are  foreigners.  Of  these 
foreigners  sixty-four  were  Eagliehmen,  and 
seventy  six  were  subjects  of  Great  Britain. 
The  vessel  was  bailt  in  England,  sailed  from 
England,  supplied  and  repaired  in  English 
ports, 

A  Blood  Red  Suh  — The  murky  con¬ 
dition  of  the  atmosphere  yesterday  and 
Sunday  was  a  subj  sot  of  general  remark. 
The  obscurity  which  it  imparted  to  distant 
objects  was  less  than  that  of  a  fog,  and 
more  than  that  of  an  autumnal  haze.  It 
was  smoke,  but  so  fine  and  fleecy  that  there 
was  no  smell  of  smoke  in  the  air.  Tele¬ 
grams  from  remote  points  in  the  State 
speak  of  the  same  phenomenon,  and  at¬ 
tribute  it  to  the  great  fires  raging  in  the 
Northern  forests.  In  some  places,  miles 
from  the  scene  of  conflagration,  the  smoke 
is  so  thick  as  to  eclipse  the  sun  and  render 
candles  necessary  at  mid  day. 

Sabbath  evening,  while  the  sun  was  still 
many  degrees  above  the  horizon,  the  smoky 
medium  through  which  he  was  discerned, 
gave  to  his  disc  a  blood  red  color. ^  It  was 
the  arterial  blood  tint,  copied  from  Nature 
more  closely  than  solferino  dye.  His  fierce 
rays  seemra  to  have  been  quenched  in 
blood.  Every  intelligent  observer  knew 
that  the  long  bank  of  tenuous  smoke  lying 
close  to  the  eai^h,  and  stretching  away  for 
a  hundred  miles  towards  sunset,  wrought 
this  change  from  the  clear  sun  that  had 
been  throbbing  out  bis  white  light  all  day 
overhead.  And  yet  there  was  something 
strange  and  awful  in  the  sight.  It  was  not 
a  portent;  thoagh  to  minds  not  fortified 
against  superstition,  it  might  have  present¬ 
ed  itself  with  all  the  thrilling  force  of  a 
sign  from  heaven.  Nataral  phenomena 
which'  might  have  been  explained  by 
scientific  investigation  upon  grounds  as 
simple  and  natn^  as  the  Sabbath’s  blood- 
red  sun,  have  in  former  days  passed  for 
omens  of  terrible  import  The  *'  dark  day,’’ 
which  occurred  in  New  England  during  the 
early  part  of  the  present  century  was  one 
of  these.  The  “  falling  stars ’’  of  1833  ;  the 
famous  auroral  display  of  a  few  years  later, 
which  turned  the  sky  to  a  scarlet,  and  re¬ 
flected,  with  an  awful  sanguinary  hue,  on 
the  snow  beneath  ;  the  comet  of  1843 — were 
regarded  by  many  as  omens  of  coming  eviL 
— vowr.  of  Com, 

It  appears  that  the  Provost- Marshal  of 
Buffalo,  from  vartons  reports,  is  led  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  rebels  in  Canada  had  organis¬ 
ed  an  expedition  to  bum  Buffalo  and  de- 
■teoy  tha  canal  looks  at  Lookport.

What  young  convert,  what  Christian, 
does  not  Satan  resist  “  in  coming  to  the 
mercy  seat  I”  From  how  many  hearts,  in 
the  Church  even,  bas  he  quite  obliterated 
the  idea  that  such  intimate  communion  with 
God  as  the  promises  imply,  is  possible  ! 
How  many  has  he  seduced  into  the  notion 
that  God  will  not  be  influenced  by  onr  sup¬ 
plications,  since  He  determined  all  His  acts 
from  eternity, — as  if  He  did  not,  from 
eternity,  foresee  every  true  prayer  that 
should  be  offered  to  Him,  and  determine 
to  answer  it, — and  that  the  only  good 
of  prayer  is  that  which  is  to  be  gained  by 
the  exercise  of  offering  it  I  To  how  many 
hearts  bas  Satan  suggested,  “God  will  not 
hear  your  prayer  ;”  “You  are  unworthy 
to  commune  with  God  —  approach  Him 
not;”  “You  have  sinned,  and  God  will 
not  hear  you  ;”  “  You  cannot  pray — it  is 
mockery  to  attempt  it ;’  ’  and  has  thus  re¬ 
pelled  them  from  the  mercy- seat  I  With 
such  an  incrustation  of  lies  upon  the  sensi¬ 
bility,  and  while  the  mind  remains  in  unbe¬ 
lief  as  to  God’s  presence,  and  readiness  to 
hear. His  people,  of  course  prayer  cannot 
attain  its  natural  expression,  and  is  an  un¬ 
satisfying  service.  To  promote  such  unbe¬ 
lief  Satan  spares  no  pains. 

The  great  remedy  for  all  this  mischief  is 
to  “resist  the  devil,”  and  give  God  glory 
by  believing  and  insisting  that  He  wUl  an¬ 
swer  prayer  honestly  and  truthfully  offered 
according  to  His  will.  Some  things,  we 
know,  are  according  to  His  will,  and  we 
may  believe  and  ask  for  them,  nothing 
doubting,  as,  for  example,  grace  to  honor 
God,  strength  to  obey  His  Word,  wisdom 
to  direct  ns,  the  gift  of  the  Spirit  to  abide 
with  and  teach  ns  the  way  of  duty.  The 
religious  world  is  full  of  facts  illustrating  the 
“power  of  prayer,”  and  showing  how  it  is 
answered.  These  anecdotes  are  valuable 
because  instructive.  Let  us  add  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : — 

I  once  asked  an  intelligent  parishoner 
this  question  :  “Did  you  ever  get  corner¬ 
ed  in  your  business,  and  prove  the  availa¬ 
bility  of  prayer  ?’’  He  smiled  affirma¬ 
tively,  and  said,  ‘  ‘  I  was,  at  one  time,  on 
the  verge  of  failure.  A  large  amount  of 
bank  paper  was  matnring,  and  my  resources 
for  meeting  it  bad  entirely  failed.  I  tried 
my  best  to  provide  means  of  payment,  bnt 
to  no  purpose.  There  was  but  one  more 
banker  to  whom  I  could  go.  To  Him  I 
carried  the  whole  case  on  my  knees.  I 
told  Him  I  was  ivUling  to  fail,  if,  in  His 
providence.  He  would  have  it  so.  But,  if 
it  could  more  honor  my  Saviour  that  1 
should  pay  my  debts,  as  a  Christian  man 
should  do,  I  besought  him  to  send  me  re¬ 
lief.  I  waited  the  result,  believing  God 
had  heard  my  prayer.  'The  consequence 
was,  that,  as  my  paper  became  due,  men 
came  to  me,  voluntarily,  with  just  the 
amount  I  needed,  asking  me  to  take  it,  and 
pay  them  interest  for  the  use  of  it.  I  was 
saved  from  failure ;  and  I  have  had  no 
trouble  in  paying  my  debts  since  that  day.” 
— Bev.  W.  L.  Parsons. 

PATIHG  SUPPLIES. 

“At  a  meeting  of  clergymen  recently 
held  in  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  consider¬ 
ing  the  proper  compensation  of  ‘  occasional  ’ 
preaching,  the  following  rates  were  decided 
upon  as  just  and  equitable  :  Societies  pay¬ 
ing  a  salary  of  from  $500  to  $800  per  an¬ 
num,  will  be  expected  to  allow  $12  per 
Sunday,  with  expenses;  those  paying  from 
$800  to  $1000,  $15;  from  $1200  to  $1500, 
$20;  from  $1500  to  $2000,  $25. 

“This  is  action  much  needed,  and  it 
would  be  well  if  this  same  action  of  the 
Boston  clergy  could  be  imitated  in  other 
places.  There  is,  there  can  he,  no  reason 
why  a  Pastor  should  have  twenty  or  forty 
dollars  a  day  for  preaching,  and  a  substi¬ 
tute  in  his  absence,  bnt  his  equal,  five. 
Besides,  these  occasional  labors  should  be 
in  all  cases  paid,  when  they  are  supplies  in 
the  absence  of  a  Pastor.  A  committee 
have  no  proper  right  to  send  for  a  minister 
to  preach  half  or  all  day,  and  then  turn 
him  off  with  'Ihank  you,  sir.'  Other  la¬ 
bor  is  not  called  for  and  paid  in  this  way. 
It  would  be  regarded  as  an  imposition  every¬ 
where  bnt  in  the  pulpit.  Some  will  have 
it  that  the  pulpit  is  all  charity,  and  thus 
the  minister  must  take  what  he  can  get,  and 
be  thankful  for  that,  which  is  most  gener¬ 
ally  nothing  at  all.  One  class  of  men  are 
peculiarly  wronged  by  this  dishonest  cus¬ 
tom.  There  are  often  ministers  among  ns 
out  of  a  place,  and  are  seeking  for  a  set¬ 
tlement.  While  in  this  embarreissing,  painful 
condition,  committees  often  call  them  to  sup¬ 
ply  their  destitute  pulpits,  and  yet  pay  them 
nothing  for  their  services.  They  stiU  have 
themselves  and  their  families  to  support, 
with  no  regular  salary,  and  still  must  sup¬ 
ply  wealthy  pulpits  gratis,  because  they  are 
ministers,  and  must  make  no  complaints. 
We  have  often  been  pained  as  we  have  met 
with  such  cases,  and  even  in  this  office,  as 
as  we  have  listened  to  the  story  of  their 
wrongs.” 

On  the  above  from  2 he  Recorder,  a 
writer  in  2^  British  Standard  thus  com¬ 
ments  : 

Do  the  officers  or  the  members  of  onr 
Churches  treat  their  physician  or  their  law¬ 
yer  as  they  do  the  man  of  God  who  minis¬ 
ters  to  their  spiritnal  necessities  and  ever¬ 
lasting  well-being  ?  Are  a  minister’ s  brains 
so  cheap  and  his  time  of  so  little  valne,  and 
his  labor  so  insignificant,  and  his  office  so 
inferior,  that  these  are  not  worthy  of  being 
taken  into  account  by  your  merchants  and 
your  men  of  business  ?  Let  any  minister 
'  who  is  thus  so  wretchedly  remunerated  for 
his  services,  or,  as  in  some  instances,  not 
remunerated  at  all,  get  into  debt  and  diffi¬ 
culty,  and  these  very  men,  the  men  who 
unrighteously  withheld  from  him  his  due, 

'  will  be  the  very  first  to  condemn  him,  and 
I  then  to  treat  him  as  a  heathen  man  and  a 


publican.  The  great  msjority  of  onr  min¬ 
isters  are  not  men  of  affiaenoe,  and  their 
stipend  is  comparatively  small;  therefore  it 
is  needfnl  that  some  friendly  voice  should  be 
lifted  up  in  their  behalf.  In  Boston  they  pro¬ 
pose  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  given 
for  supply  by  the  fixed  stipend  of  the  Pas¬ 
tor.  If  the  stipend  reach  from  £125  to 
£400,  the  supply  should  be  paid  from  £3 
up  to  six  guineas  for  the  Sabbath  services, 
exclusive  of  all  expenses.  Why  should  not 
the  same  rule  obtain  in  England  ?  It  is 
nothing  less  than  preposterous  for  a  Church 
that  professes  to  have  an  income  of  £400, 
£500,  or  £600  per  annum,  to  proffer  a 
supply  his  two  guineas  a  Sabbath.  A 
minister  can  no  more  live  on  faith  than  any 
other  man;  nor  can  he  spend  the  time  be¬ 
tween  one  Lord’s  day  and  another  in  some 
higher  world.  He  is  in  the  body;  and,  as 
his  body  has  to  be  supported  like  all  other 
human  bodies,  he  ought  for  this  end  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  full  reward  of  his  labors. 

I  would  fain  hope  that  much  of  the  evil 
of  which  we  thus  complain  arises  from  ig¬ 
norance  or  the  want  of  due  consideration, 
and  that  henceforth  we  shall  have  through¬ 
out  the  whole  Congregational  community 
what  is  just  in  principle  and  liberal  in  action. 

TEX  PEOPLE  OP  GOD. 

“I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they 
shall  be  to  me  a  people.” — ( Heb.  viii.  10. ) 
God  covenants  with  us  that  we  shall  be 
bis  people  ;  we  covenant  with  God  that  he 
shall  be  our  God.  And  what  can  God 
stipulate  more  to  ns,  or  we  stipulate  more 
to  him  than  this  ?  What  doth  not  God 
promise  to  us  when  he  promises  to  be  our 
God  ?  and  what  doth  he  not  require  from 
us  when  ho  requires  ns  to  be  his  people  ? 
First,  he  doth  not  say,  I  will  be  your  hope, 
your  help,  your  light,  your  life,  your  sun, 
your  shield,  and  your  exceeding  great  re¬ 
ward  ;  bnt  I  will  be  your  God,  which  is  ten 
thousand  times  more  than  possibly  can  be 
couched  under  any  other  expressions  what¬ 
soever,  as  containing  under  it  whatsoever 
God  is,  whatsoever  God  hath,  and  whatso¬ 
ever  God  can  do.  All  his  essential  attri¬ 
butes  are  still  engaged  for  ns  ;  we  may  lay 
claim  to  them,  and  take  hold  on  them  ;  so 
what  the  prophet  saith  of  his  righteousness 
and  strength  :  “Surely,  shall  one  say,  in 
the  Lord  have  I  righteousness  and 
strength  ” — (Isa.  xlv.  24);  I  may  extend 
to  all  his  other  attributes,  and  say.  Surely 
in  the  Lord  have  I  mercy  to  pardon  me, 
wisdom  to  guide  me,  power  to  protect  me, 
truth  to  direct  me,  grace  to  crown  my 
heart  on  earth,  and  glory  to  crown  my 
head  in  Heaven.  And  if  what  be  is,  then 
much  more  what  he  hath,  is  here  made 
over  by  covenant  to  me.  '  *  He  that  spared 
not  his  own  Son,”  saith  the  Apostle,  “bnt 
delivered  him  up  for  ns  all ;  how  shall  he 
not  bnt  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all 
things?” — (Rom.  viii.  32  )  But  what 
hath  God  to  give  me?  Why,  all  that  he 
hath  is  briefly  summed  up  in  this  short  in¬ 
ventory  :  whatsoever  is  in  Heaven  above, 
or  the  earth  beneath,  is  his  ;  and  that  this 
inventory  is  true,  I  have  several  witnesses 
to  prove  it — Melchizedek  (Gen.  xiv.  19^, 
and  Moses  (Dent.  x.  14),  and  David  (1 
Chron.  xxix.  11).  Indeed,  reason  itself 
will  conclude  this,  that  he  that  is  the  cre¬ 
ator  and  preserver  most  of  necessity  be  the 
owner  and  possessor  of  all  things,  so  that, 
let  me  imagine  what  possibly  I  can  in  all 
the  world,  I  may  with  the  pen  of  reason 
write  under  it  “This  is  God’s” ;  and  if  I 
bnt  take  the  pen  of  faith  with  it,  I  may 
write  “This  is  mine  in  Jesus  Christ.” — 
Beveridge. 

WOBK  AHD  WOBKEB. 

It  is  homiliating  to  think  how  little  per¬ 
manent  result  is  got  by  a  working  day. 
To  bring  things  to  book,  to  actually  count 
and  weigh  them,  always  makes  them  look 
less.  You  may  remember  a  calculation 
made  by  the  elder  Disraeli,  as  to  the  amonnt 
of  matter  a  man  could  read  in  a  lifetime. 
It  is  very  much  less  than  you  would  have 
thought ;  perhaps  one- tenth  of  what  an  or¬ 
dinary  person  would  guess.  Thackeray,  in 
bis  days  of  matured  and  practised  power, 
thought  it  a  good  day’s  work  to  write  six 
of  the  little  pages  of  Esmond.  A  distin¬ 
guished  and  experienced  author  told  me 
that  he  esteemed  three  pages  of  the  Quar¬ 
terly  Review  a  good  day’s  work.  Some 
men  judge  a  sermon,  which  can  be  given  in 
little  more  than  half  an  hour,  a  sufficient 
result  of  the  almost  constant  thought  of  a 
week.  Six  little  pages,  as  the  sole  abiding 
result  of  a  day  on  which  the  sun  rose  and 
set,  and  the  clock  went  the  rounds  of  the 
four- and- twenty  hours  ;  on  which  yon  took 
your  bath,  and  your  breakfast,  and  read 
your  newspaper,  and  in  short  went  through 
the  round  of  employments  which  make  your 
habitude  of  being  ;  six  pages  ;  skimmed  by 
the  reader  in  five  minutes  !  The  truth  is, 
that  a  great  part  of  our  energy  goes  just  to 
bear  the  burden  of  the  day,  to  do  the  work 
of  the  time  ;  and  we  have  only  the  little 
surplus  of  abiding  possession.  The  way  to 
keep  ourselves  from  getting  mortified  and 
disheartened,  when  we  look  back  on  the  re¬ 
maining  result  of  all  onr  work,  is  to  remem¬ 
ber  that  we  are  not  here  merely  to  work  ; 
merely  to  produce  that  which  shall  be  an 
abiding  memorial  of  ns.  It  is  well  if  all  we 
do  and  bear  is  forming  our  nature  and  char¬ 
acter  into  something  which  we  can  willingly 
take  with  us  when  we  go  away  from  this 
life. — Good  Words.

and  destitute  counties  in  Iowa,  with  eight 
volumes  in  raised  letters  for  toe  Blind.

OSITUABT. 

Among  the  brave  and  heroic  soldiers 
who  have  fallen  before  the  fortifications  of 
Petersburg,  Yo.,  was  Lieutenant  Thomas 
Camfbelii  of  the  8th  Begiment  of  Michigan 
Volunteers,  son  of  Bev.  D.  B.  CampbeU,' 
of  Lake  City.  A  friend  and  brother  ofliecr 
of  the  deceased,  Capt.  MoOreery,  furnishes 
the  following  particulars  respecting  hi| 
death : — 

“  We  lay  in  line  of  battle,  getting  rea^ 
to  advance  upon  the  enemy’s  line  of  rifle 
pits,  when  he  was  hit  in  the  head  by  a  rebel 
sharpshooter.  This  occurred  about  noon. 
He  survived  till  about  ten  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  when  he  peacefully  and  quietly 
breathed  his  lost  It  was  not  my  privilege 
to  see  him  after  he  was  taken  from  the  flda. 
He  was  unable  to  speak,  though  he  seemed 
to  be  conscious  of  what  was  transpiring 
around  him.  Chaplain  Jones  of  the  20th 
Michigan  officiated  at  the  burioL  He  was 
buried  near  onr  Division  Hospital — ^two 
miles  from  Petersburg  and  six  miles  from 
City  Pcint.  A  little  board  with  his  name, 
regiment,  and  rank,  marks  his  last  resting- 
plMe. 

“  In  the  death  of  your  son  the  regiment 
has  sustained  a  great  loss.  .He  h^  en¬ 
deared  himself  to  both  officers  and  men  by 
his  many  noble  and  gentlemanly  traits  of 
character.  Upon  many  a  battle-fteld  he 
had  proved  hims^  to  be  a  brave  and  skil¬ 
ful  officer— an  officer  of  whom  any  father 
might  well  feel  proud. 

**  I  can  assure  you  that  in  this  time  of 

Jour  sad  and  overwhelming  affiiotion  you 
ave  the  entire  sympathy  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  this  command.  We  shall  not  soon 
forget  him,  but  his  memory  shall  be  fresh 
as  long  as  the  name  of  the  Michigan  Eighth 
endures.” 

A  correspondent  of  the  Detroit  AdverHar 
and  Tribune  gives  the  following  estimate  of 
the  character  of  this  lamented  young  offi¬ 
cer 

"Among  the  officers  that  fell  on  the 
17th,  was  the  brave  Lieut.  Thomas  Cau^- 
bell,  of  the  8bh  Michigan  Infant^.  He 
left  the  State  with  his  regiment  as  Orderly 
Sergeant,  bnt  by  his  gallant  conduct  os  a 
soldier  he  was  promoted  to  a  2d  Lieuten¬ 
ancy  in  1862,  and  in  March,  1863,  he  was 
made  a  1st  Lieutenant.  In  April  of  the 
same  year  he  was  placed  on  detached  ser¬ 
vice  by  Gen.  Boyle,  commanding  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Kentucky.  He  remained  at  Green 
river  until  March,  1864,  when  he  rejoined 
his  regiment.  He  was  in  the  hottest  fights 
in  the  Wilderness,  charging  the  enemy’s 
works  with  his  sword  in  one  hand  and  re¬ 
volver  in  the  other,  cheering  on  his  men. 
After  the  fall  of  Oapt.  Donahue  he  succeed¬ 
ed  to  the  command  of  the  company.  In 
his  last  fight  at  Petersburg  he  was  at  the 
head  of  his  company,  dashing  toward  the 
enemy,  but  the  firing  was  so  hot  onr  lines 
fell  back  over  the  brow  of  a  hill,  and  com¬ 
menced  throwing  up  rifle  pits.  Here  Lieut. 
Campbell  was  stmek  in  the  head  and  died 
without  a  sigh,  thus  ending  the  career  of  a 
brave  and  gallant  officer.  Our  little  State, 
though  clothed  in  mourning  over  the  loss 
of  her  brave  sons,  will  ever  feel  proud  of 
their  gallantry  and  devotion  to  toe  cause 
for  which  they  perilled  their  lives.'t 

Died,  suddenly,  of  disease  of  the  heart, 
on  Tuesday,  the  12th  nit,  at  the  house  of 
Bev.  Marcus  K  Cross,  in  Darby,  Pa.,  Miss 
SoFsiA  Cabxv,  aged  60  years. 

Miwi  Carey  came  from  Maine  to  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  to  engage  in  teaching,  more  than  20 
years  since,  and  faithfully  employed  hes 
powers  for  a  number  of  years  in  this  useful 
avocation.  Early  in  life  she  oonseerated 
her  powers  to  the  Saviour  during  a  season 
of  regions  interest,  and  united  with  the 
Congregational  Church  in  Turner,  Me.,  her 
native  place. 

For  several  years  past  she  has  been  a  oon- 
sistent  membra  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  iu  Derby,  and  remained  in  that  re¬ 
lation  to  the  day  of  her  death,  always  j^ray- 
ing  and  laboring  for  its  prospecito.  Onr 
departed  sister  gave  such  dear  evidence  of 
piety  and  firm  reliance  for  salvation  on  the 
great  Bedeemer,  that  we  have  a  full  assur¬ 
ance  that  she  was  prepared  for  the  great 
change,  and  for  a  triumphant  entrance  into 
the  New  Jerusalem. 

She  had  of  late  years  suffered  severely  at 
times  from  disease,  but  was  ever  uncom- 

Slatoing  and  calm  in  the  darkest  day,  seeni- 
ig  to  extract  good  out  of  the  dioetolina  ef 
suffering.  As  a  teacher  in  the  Sabbath 
school,  and  in  all  her  intraconree  with  the 
young  she  aimed  to  allure  he^upils  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  God’s  Wo^  and  to 
walk  in  the  deb'ghlf  ol  ways  of  true  religion. 

As  a  Christian,  she  was  intelligent,  eon- 
Boientions,  acting  from  principle,  rampa- 
thizing  with  the  distress^  self-sacrifloinft 
and  diiijgent  in  improving  the  means  of 
grace.  Though  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
dear  friend,  whose  death  will  be  felt  in  ^ 
Church  of  which  she  was  a  devoted  member 
and  in  the  family  and  social  circle, 
mourn  not  os  those  without  hope,  and  her
